• NYCATS has been licensed under Article 32 of the Mental Hygiene Law to 
operate a chemical dependence program for the past 15 years. NYCATS has 
been rated as in maximum compliance regarding the operation of its program for 
the past decade. 

• NYCATS is a Medicaid provider and can accept Medicaid coverage for treatment 
for all qualified individuals. Under the provisions of Article 32, qualified 
individuals must be diagnosed with the primary diagnosis of chemical 
dependency. Qualified individuals can have a secondary diagnosis related to 
deviant sexual behavior or other violent criminal behavior.
